The plaa, first proposed we believe, 
by Mr. Monroe, ofremoving from the United 
States the various tribes of Indians, to es 1e 
portion of the territory west of the Mississip- 
pi, bas been examined in an able and satts- 


factory mapner by two members from Ohio, 
Messrs. Vinton and Woods. The practica- 
bility of this plan, conceived no doubt in 
philanthropic feeliogs, has to us never been 
made appareat; and since reading the 
speeches of the gentlemen referred to, we 
have sull stronger doubts in regard to its 
final accomplishment. The leading objec- 
tivas te the removal and goveromenta! union 
of this much coptemned people, are their un- 
willpgness to leave their preseat homes, and 
the nvanifest injustice of a resort to mea- 
sures to compel them ; the impossibility of | 
civiliziag thom if removed; the enormous 
expense of supporting them in their new si- 
twation; the contirval wars which would, 
ia all probability, result from planing tribes 
with opposite habits and feelings in con- 
hexion; and, lastly, the increased rapi- | 
dity with which, a a nation, they would 
waste away.
